About 10:!iO o'clock last night an elec- 


tric llghtjlamp at tho corner of Ms-.in and 
Fourth streets fell with a crash, caused 
by the guy wire breaking. In the dosoent 
it lodged on tho trolloy wires of tho Jiollo 
City Street llnilway company and for a 
few momonts there was us pretty a dis- 
play o£ fireworks ns ono would dosiro' to 
witness. 
In a short time tho trclluy wire 


burned or molted and fell to the street. 
Tho wires and trolley twisted around like 
n number of snakes aud when the ends of 
tho baro wiios struck tho iron track and 
the two currents of electricity came to- 
gothor there was a report similar to pistol 
shots and liro was sputtering in all direc- 
tions. 
Several persons witnessed 
thu 


sight and did some tall hustling to kec>p 
pedestrians aud passing vehicles from 
running into the live wires, for had a per- 
son or animal struck tho sanio death 
would no doubt have boon instantaneous.

Street 
car traffic wns delayed for throo quarters 
of an hour and tho loss to tho company 
was considerable for tho reason tho acci- 
dent happened just boforo tlio outortaiii- 
mcut at tho Opora houso was over.

Edumnd Goe«o Tolls nn Interesting Story 


ol How They Wero Named, 


Edmund Gosse tolls in 'his lato essay on 


Mrs.. Browning's sonnets how her volumo 
of "Sonnets From tho Portuguese" was 
christened, 
as follows: "During 
tho 


months of their brief courtship, closing, 
as all tho world knows, in tho clandostina 
flight and rornantio wedding o£ . Sept. 12, 
1S4G, neither poet showed any verses to i 
the other. Mr. Browning ir. particular had 
not the smallest notion that the circum- 
stances of their betrothal had led Miss 
Barrett into any artistic expression of 
feeling. 


"Their custom was, Mr. Browning said, 


to write alone and not to show each other 
what they had written. 
This was a rule 


which he sometimes broke through, lout she 
never. Ho bad the habit of working in a 
down stall's room, where their meals were 
spread, while .Mrs. Browning studied in a 
L'oom:on Blia floor! above. Ou'e day, early Jin 
l'SJ.7, their breakfast 
being over, Mrs. 


Browning iycnt up stairs, while her hus- 
band stood at' tho window watching tho 
5).vo6t tllj tho table should be clctircd.

"Mr. Browning settled Mmsolf at tho 


It contain- 
ed the scries of sonnets which have uow 
become so illustrious. As he read his emo- 
tion and delight may be conceived. Before 
ho had finished it was impossiblo for him 
K> restrain himself, and, regardless of his 
proir.Lsi), hu rushed up stairs and stormed 
tbat guarded citadel.

which a greater degree of care is expended 
than the standards of weicht and measure 
in nse among rb« civilized nations of the 
glotu;. 
Two things in particular have to 


bo considered — accuracy and durability. 
Nature does not furnish any single metal 
or mineral which exactly answers the re- 
quirements for a standard of measure or 
weight that shall bu,'as nearly as possible, 
unalterable. 


Tho best substance yet produced for this 


purpose is au alloy of 00 per cent of plat- 
inum, with 10 per cent of iridium. This 
is called irldio-platinum, aud it is The sub- 
stance of which tho ne'.v metric standards 
prepared by tho international committee 
of weights and measure? are composed. 


Ic is hard, it is less aJcctcd by hent than 


any pure metal, it is practically uoaoxidiz- 
abic, or not subject to rust, anil it can bo 
finely onirravcd. 
In fact, tha Hues on the 


standard motors aro hardly visible to tho 
nuked eye, yet- they are smooth, even, sharp 
and. accurate. 


If our civilization should over be lost, 


and relics of it should bo discovered in 
some brighter ago in the remote future, 
thure is nothing which would beJir higher 
testimony to its character than those stand- 
ard mcasariM,..of . iridlo-platinam, ior the. 
production and p/eservation of which tha 
ficieucc-of ourday has done its very best. —

Tiroviation. It is new always written and 
expressed as "z" uud will doubtless con- 
tinue to bo so used as long as written lan- 
guage exist.s. It is, however, as wo have 
uaid, ono of tho many arbitrary raodes of 
expression used by tlio masses, who never 
give a thought as to their origin. — St.

THE COVSTKX "WE 1IVE IIS. 


The Journal recently called attention 


to an able article of Mr. Mulhall, the 
notod British statistician, in tbo June 
number of tho Korth American Review, 


"Tho Power and 
Wealth of 
tho 


United States." The paper is a valuable 
contribution of facts and figures, calcu- 
lated to mako an American citizen proud 
of his country, and is cue that can be de- 
pended upon for accuracy and detail. 


Mr. Mulhall classifies the total wealth 


of tho-United States under the heads o£ 
rural nnd urban and ., shows that tho 
agricultural wealth bos increased four- 
fold during tho past 40 years, while cbe 
increase in cities has been lour times 
greater still. 


Mr. Mulhall expresses surprise «nd 


admiration nt this unprecedented de- 
velopment especially of our agricultural 
interests and says that oven ''if the 
United.Statos had no urban population.^ 
Industries 
-whatever, 
tho advance of 


agricultural interests would bo enough 
to claim tho admiration of mtvukind, for 
it has no parallel in history." 


One feature of Mr. Mulhnll's article Is 


cf especial interest to people resident in n 
manufacturing city like Racine, where 
labor saving machinery is manufactured. 
He discredits the claim of thoso who 
profoss to believe that tho introduction of 
labor saving machinery is In tho long run 
a motKtcu to labor. 
Ho says that in tho 


United States an ordinary farm hand 
raises ns much grain as three iu Eng- 
land, four in France, flva in Germany 
and sis in Austria, and that tho greater 
part of this difference is to bo accounted 
for by tho faccibnt iu European countries 
tho farmers hnvo neglected to avail them- 
selves of tho improved mechanical appli- 
ances which are in general and constant 
use in tliis country. 


Taking this into consideration it Is 


significant that "tho rise in wealth end 
increase in wages have como almost band 
in bund." aud it is a matter ot common 
knowledge that the pay oi farm laborers 
:in this coun-jry is much more tiborul than 
that ot the same class of labor in Europe. 


But it i8 not alono tbo material ad- 


vancement of tho United States- that 
challenges admiration. 
Wo spend inuch 


moro money for schools 'than any other 
country. 


Fro:u Mr. llulball's report wo learn 


that tho annual expenditure for school? 
In tbo United States is ?10G,000,000 m 
$3.40 per inhabitant, as compared with 
Kroat Britain's expenditure of S4S,000,000 
or ?1.30 por Inhabitant. 


Tbo per capita expenditure for schools 


in France is SO cents, making a yoarlj 
total of Ml,000,000, while in Germany 
tho amounts are 50 cents nnd $26,000,- 
000, respectively; in Austria 30 cents 
and $12,000,000, and in Italy 25 cents 
and 57,000,000.

him a much moro dangerous member of 
society than ho would havo become 
he been allowed to grow up without hav- 
iug bis mind subjected to the discipline of 
tho class room, will, no doubt, Und some 
encouragement in statistics recently pub- 
lished showing the relation ot illiteracy to 
wrong-doing. 


In tbo stoto ot Massachusetts, where 


educational advantages are exceptionally 
good and whoro only 0 per cent, of tho pop- 
ulation is illiterate, the percentagei of the 
criminals is vory high. 
It is, in fact, 


much higher than in Georgia, whore 'SO 
pur cent, of tho population is Illiterate. 


It does not follow, however, that educa- 


tion increases or clovclopcs criminal len- 
iencies and tub-re is, in fact, • abundant 
proof that the opposite is the case. 


Tho educated criminal is more, danger- 


ous than the"evil door whoso iotollect has 
not boon cultivated, but this is due mere- 
ly to tbP. fact' thnt his education enables 
him to rnnko his work more effective, 


A comparison of tlio figures regnrdins 


illiteracy and crimo In Massachusetts and 
Georgia mny furnish no argument in sup- 
port ot the claim iluit crime thrives in 
cities and other thickly populated com- 
munities, but, it will uot imlioat-u that 
crime is fostered by liberal provision for 
education.

In 1S02 
no was appointed financial agent of tho 
Northwestern university oE Watortown, 
with headquarters at Matiitowoo, and 
through his efforts tho indebtedness ol 
tho University was cleared off. Center- 
villo, Maaitowoo county was Ills next 
charge and ho remained there until Nov- 
ember 1, 1SS7, when lio caino to Kacluo to 
accept tho pastorate of tho First Evangel- 
ical Lutliornn church.

HORSE TORTURE. 


e Nostrils StiU .Prttctlcod In Som» 
Parta of ta« World. 


Slitting a horse's nostrils is still practic- 


ed lu some parts of tho world, as in Persia, 
Mongolia and even in northern Africa, 
and ponies with slit nostrils aro often seen 
n tho Himalayas and. in Afghanistan. 
This mutilation is resorted to in the erro- 
neous belief tKii the horse can inhale more 
air when goiug at a fust -pace, andalBO 
that it -prevents neighing, a dlsqnallflco- 
tipn of much importance during war, or 
when It is desirable to travel as silently aa 
possible. It.wao practiced In Hungary not 
Ions ago, if vra aro to accept as evidence 
the copy of a fluished sketch of a horse's 
head, by tho celebrated Zoffanl,- given in 
Colonel Hamilton's work on horses. It is 
rather surprising that tho fashion was not 
renewed in England, lor two or three ceii- 
turius ago, to prevent a horse neighing, it 
was recommended to tie a woolen band 
around the tongue. Markham says: 


"If either when yon are in servieo In the 


•wars and would not be discovered, or when 
upon any other occasion you would not 
have your horse to neigh or niako a noise, 
you shall, tako a lysto (band) of woolen 
cloth and fyo it fast in many folds about 
tho middle of your horse's tongue, and be- 
lieve it, so long as the tongue is so tyctl, 
so long tho horse can by no means neigh 
or make any extraordinary noise with his 
voice, as hiitli of ten been tried and approv- 
ed of."

men to circumnavigate America. Holland 
and England eagerly desired a. shorter 
route to India.

" This d csi'o for a shorter route to India, 


when first felt by tho Dutch and English, 
was tlie beginning of the era of polar ex- 
ploration. In 1815 the English offered a 
reward of $1,000,000 for the discovery of 
the northwest; passage. Later in the. ta 
of 1839, I was second mate of tho -Nep- 
tune, a stout whaling bark that had been 
fitted out in San Francisco by her captain 
and owner for an expedition in search of 
tho northwest passage. We shipped ft full 
srew for tho purpose of first making a 
whaling voyage, and In the following year, 
rftcr touching at tho Sandwich Islands 
somo time in May, pass through Bering 
strait and face the arctic winter in about,, 
degrees northern latitude. 


"Not a soul on board tho vessel savo tho 


-aptnin and his four officers were aware of 
the ultimate object of our voyage, he ex- 
plaining his rot leence afterward by saying 
that if ho should not succeed in making a- 
pamo for himself as an arctic explorer, at 
least no ono should know o£ his failure. 
Leaving the Golden Sato, the 2sepumo 
made iier way to the southwest, heading 
for the sperm whale feeding grounds 
among the South Sea islands. In four 
months we had the ship loaded down with 
sperm oil. Wo had caught; 23 whales, av- 
iiging about 100 barrels of oil each. 
" "Then we sailed northward, and catch- 
ing the trade winds from tho southwest 
steered a straight course for the Sandwich 
Islands, discharged our cargo at Honolulu, 
took on provisions and water and set sail 
for the Arctic ocean. 
Bough weather, ad- 


verse winds and general discomfort mark- 
ed our routo to Bering en-ait. From 1 olnt 
Barrow we steered a northwesterly course, 
past Wrangell and Herald islands, to the 
north of which we encountered great ice- 
Ocxw. We snw several whales, but they 
were always to the windward of us, ana 
therefore we didn't bother them. 


"Ono morning a big fipout was sighted 


not more thim live miles off our leo bow 
Tho yards were hailed into tho wind, all 
hands called on deck and the boats lower- 
ed. We had eight of them, splendid, fast 
sailing whalcboats, 30 feet long, with big

snoli comforts as tho husband's home and 
bourd afford, tho American .wife at once 
assumes tho right to tho luxury of idle- 
ness. That is a very great deal. It means 
an additional cost for ono or moro serv- 
ants, which cost Is imposed upon the hus- 
band's earnings, bo they large or small. 
If they are largo, I have no complaint. If 
those earnings are small, then surely the 
husband has a complaint—but he seldom 
makes it. 


But this is only tho beginning. In mat- 


ters of luxury the American wifo not only 
Indulges at his expense in many more than 
does the husband, but frequently she in- 
dulges in many when, and again therefore, 
ha can indulge in none, What right has 
the to this? Take tho luxury of flna.dross- 
ing, for example.

It Is not malleable, but in ductility it 
ranks next to-gold. Its flexibility when 
hot is wonderful, and it is so elastic that 
it can be blown to a Rauzelikc thinness, 
so as to easily float upon tho air. While it 
is exceedingly brittle, its elasticity is such 
tlmtaftlobo, hermetically sealed, if dropped 
upou a polished anvil, will recoil two- 
thirds tho distance of its fall and remain 
entire until tho second or third rebound. 
—Boston Herald. 


Vinecnr Cider. 


Tho cider used for vinegar comes almost 


entirely from Michigan, Ohio aud IS'cw 
York, enough being secured every fall to 
lust a whole year. 
Thu barrels are corded 


up in endless :»ows. — a whole, groat room 
filled full, with ouly little alleyways pierc- 
ing it— and allowed to stand until the cider 
is quite hiii-d enough to make an old older 
drinker dizzy headed. When at lost it has 
sufficiently formeurot!, It is rr.n over the 
shavings in the seuer'ator and becomes a 
light brown cider viuogar. It is now run 
into old whisky bjivrels and allowed to 
stand n-s lotig as possible. The whisky bar- 
rels assist greatly in tho ripening process, 
which so much improves vinegar. Only a 
few firms in the country have this method 
of making their product more palatable. —

I:o Soon Drop* Country Ways and Cots to 


Bo a JSii'il "1 tllc World. 


The city pigooii affords an illustration 


of tho radical change which artillcial sur- 
roundings produce in animals and birds. 
Naturally one of tho shyest of birds, cho 
plgeoc, after a short experience of urban 
life, becomes as thoroughly at home as the 
sparrow. 
But while\sociablu and confid- 


ing, shopigriou is nevoiy>btrusivo or impu- 
dent, U3 h'is little British cousin is. Pigeons 
settle down on tliu -busiest ftrfcts and 
gather up Hie food which is scattered about 
in abimduiia) with iv quick, energetic mo- 
tion of tlie head, us undisturbed by tuo 
clatter of the forust ot horses' legs about 
them as if they were in tho primeval groves 
of their ancestors. Horses ill getting at 
the bottom of their noonday nosebags spill 
a groat deal of the graia, and the gutters 
are favorite resorts for the birds. 


On tills account tho proposition which 


has been ventured on several uuu:isions of 
abolishing the practice of making a kind 
of equine lunch counter of the space around 
the city aud county building would not bo 
popular in piguondum, particularly that 
part of plgeoudom which has its headquar- 
ters on the root1 of that imposing structure. 
Tills- 1ms through many admimsEratious 
boon a favorite breeding place for the birds, 
aud they literally swunn them. Thoy may 
be scon ull day long fluttering among tho 
capitals ot the pillars or perching on tho 
head of Demosthenes or 'gome'other o£ the 
stouo notables over Iho entrances. Occa- 
sionally in the summer time one of them 
Dies through an opuu window into one of 
tho oillees, and on one occasion one of them 
interrupted tho proceedings in a dry ouso' 
of law by liutteriug into oue o£ tho court- 
rooms. 
In the winter timo'tho big warm chim- 


nevs afford a comfortable shelter from the 
winds, und the sparrows resort them a 
good de.nl also. A good many people in tho 
outskirts of town and in tho suburbs have 
pigeon boxes in their barns, but most of 
the pigeons down town huvu iiesis around 
the big elevators.

Nothing can bo 
finer for use in largo vases, in combination 
with other flowers, than long sprays or 
branches of this clematis. They trail about 
tho vase and dispose themselves on table, 
bracket or shelt in. tho most artistic man- 
ner, without any assistance. They canuot 
bo ungraceful.—Dcmorost's Magazine.

Significant of tho times is tho fact that | 


woman in rapidly coming to tho front as j 
an. inventor. Women are not only filling 
thousands of applications for patents on 
improvements In articles especially adapted 
and intended for their sex, but they arc os- 
crclelng their Ingenuity in tho direction of 
improving many of the implements with 
which men only as a rule are supposed to 
deal. 


Tho model room of tho patent office- in 


Washington bears witness to tho fact that 
tho inventive genius of tho fair sex, while 
perhaps not so prolific as man's, has cer- 
tainly accomplished remarkable results. 


The first. Invention in this country by a 


woman £as in 1309 and perfected on May 
5 of thiuTyear. It was a device for straw- 
weaving with silk or thvwid. Tha name of 
the inventor was Mary Acs. Tho next in- 
vention by a woman was in July, ISlo. 
This was a corset perfected by Mary Brush, 
Then came a number of years with only an 
occasional invention. 


Lavinla H. Foy oj Worcester, Mass., was 


one of tho early woman patentees, and she 
has applied for patents on n. great many 
improvements. Her first patent was issued 
on July 23, 1802, for an improvement In 
corset skirt supporters^ and nearly all tha 
patents granted her have been for articles 
connected with tho wearing apparel of 
women. In fact, nearly all Of the curly 
patents by woman, were for improvements 
on articles connected with her surround- 
ings or npparcl, such as cooking utensils, 
picture frames, articles of dress aud things 
useful and ornamental about the bouse. 


A Philadelphia woman, however, started 


tho bell rolling In the other direction by 
patenting an Improvement in beehive;, 
and about the same time another woman 
from tho same city invented a mode of pre- 
venting tho heating of journals or axles on 
cars. 'Still another from tho Quaker City 
patented a railroad car heater. 


A woman in England made application 


for a patent In this country for an im- 
proved method of constructing screw pro- 
pellers. A Chicago woman patented a proc- 
ess of concentrating ores, and another from 
tho same city invented a tug for harness, 
while a damsel of Buffalo patented an 
OZOEO machine. A Now York woman In- 
vented a dlcebox, and a Washington wom- 
an a pyrotechnic night signal. 


Some years ago tho wife of a western I 


man who was a general in the Union army j 
during tho civil war dreamed of a lock | 
somewhat illffurent from any in use ot that 
time. She awoke in the nighc, got up, anJ 
taking a cake of toiler soap and a paper 
cutter fiishionod tho lock as she had dream- 
ed it -was constructed. The next day she 
took It to a machinist, who formed a model 
from the one she had made of tho cuke ot 
soap, and it was such an improvement on 
tho locks of that tlmo that a large firm of- 
fered a good royalty, frojn which she do- 
rives a fair income to tills day. 


An application was onco mado by a wo- 


man for n patent on "artificial dimples." 
It was rejected, however, by the commis- 
sioner of the patent office, so that any of 
tho fair BOX who now desire to experiment 
can do so without fear of infringement. 
Her claims were as follows: 


"Smear a small spot on the cheek or 


chin with colorless shellac varnish mixed 
with glue. With a pencil or penholder 
press tho flesh with tho point, holding it 
there until the substance on the face be- 
comes dry and haid. Tho stiffened Inden- 
tation thus retains tho exact shape of a 
dimple, aud n little face powder rj,rofu!ly 
dusted over tho 'artificial dimple' will 
completely conceal tha varnish and glue 
compound. 


"Somo care must bo observed In smiling 


too suddenly, or the dimple may be bro- 
ken. But with ordinary, gentle usage it 
will retJiin Its pretty shape a whole even- 
ing, if not longer. WhUe the dimple proc- 
ess is applicable to those whose faces com- 
prise a soft, velvety or pulp surface, as 
then a very deceptive dimple can be pro- 
duced, it is not so available for thin or 
bony 1'aces, nor where the skin is very 
thick and unyielding." 


Another interesting and amusing inven- 


tion by a woman was a crimping pin 
which could be used as a paper outt«r, skirt 
supporter, paper file, child's pin, bouquet 
holder, shawl fastener and book mark. 


In 1SS1 a patent was issued to a Boston 


woman on two somewhat novel devices. 
One of them was for restoring facial sym- 
metry aud consisted of a spring plate with 
a head and two prongs or forks. Tho head 
wits to bo attached to the tt'eth, and 
placing tho prongs inside of the mouth so 
that they would press outward against 
each check caused tho checks In time to 
look plump and full. The other was a fin- 
ger compressor made on two longitudinal 
concave plates hinged together at ono end 
by spring hinges, and thus adapted to fit 
the tips of the fingers, while the constant 
pressure red need tho size.

is a nose Improver. 
It consists of a metal 


shell of the exact si:o of tho uoso desired.

well fastened. 
Tho wearer then goes to 


bed. In the morning the improver is to be 
taken off and tho nose bathed In warm 
water. It -will probably cause some sore- 
ni'.ss, but a few applications are said to re- 
lievo the pain. la this way, it is claimed 
by the Inventor, any nose may bo changed 
to suit, ths theory being that the uoso Is 
only n piece of cartilage and easy to change 
its shape.—Sew York World.

er's earth, such as is used in the nursery, 
should be sprinkled into kid fflovos before 
they are drawn on.

as Pennsylvania, tho Ohio and Missouri j 
rivers and thcnco northward to tho pacific 
ocean. Its most southern point on tho 
western slope, however, did not crtcnd to 
California. 
It stopped almost on the 


boundary between tblii state and Oregon ! 
and extended northward over a portion of 
Aliiskc, not covering it all, mlad you, but 
only the southern portion, where remnants 
of it still remain. 
' "California was cut off from tho main 
glacier. Sho had a private glacier manu- 
factory of her own which covered the Sier- 
ra Nevada as far sou:has 32 degrees south 
latitude. Every, canyon, every valley, ev- 
ery crevice, was filled with ico. In the 
TuolomEC and Yosemitc valleys tho gla- 
cier was particularly extensive, covering 
upward of 40 or CO miles. Evidences of its 
presence are abundant and more clearly 
defined than were those of the great gla- 
cier, whilo remnants still remain on many 
of the Sierra caps, notably Mounts Shasta, 
Lycll and Hitter. 
"Take our Contra Costa hills. They 


were ice cupped and had parts of glaciers 
wearing grooves along the sides. Ar, Berke- 
ley I have found evidences of glacial ac- 
tion. It came right down Strawberry can- 
yon, wearing tho ground smooth along its 
path, but it'hnd respect for the university 
and stopped right abovo it, leaving a ter- 
minal moraine, which, forming a dam, 
soou created .a small lake which disappear- 
ed when the moraine vanished. 
(
